Chemical defoliation 
usually pays where cotton 
plants are rank, fruit set 
is heavy, and mechanical 
harvesters are to be used.

Admission Policies And Curricula 
Of Alabama’s Vocational- 
Technical Institutions 


In Alabama’s voca- 
tional - technical institu- 
tions, enrolling students 
must be at least 16 years 
of age. Most of the insti- 
tutions are not restricted 
to high school graduates; 
however, applicants for en- 
rollment in the techni- 


cal courses must be grad- 


uates of an accredited high 
school, or the equivalent. 
some departments require 
a physical examination and 
letters of recommendation, 

In most vocational 
courses students may en- 
roll at the beginning of each 
month, rhe technical 
courses enrollment will be 
limited to a quarterly or 
semi-annual basis. 

It is expected that tests 
given students will be used 
primarily for guidance and 
couseling purposes and will 
not be used to prevent 
applicants who are other- 
wise qualified from enter- 
ing the vocational -tech- 
nical school, The state vo- 
cational - technical insti- 
tutions are designed to 
serve the occupational 
needs and _ interests of 
all Alabamians in allareas 
of the state. 

The institutions will 
maintain an active place- 
ment service to assist stu- 
dents and graduates in se- 
curing part-time and full- 
time employment. Local 
industries and industries 
throughout the state and 
region will recruit employ- 
ees from these institutions. 
Active contacts with public 


and private employment a- 
gencies will be maintained 
to provide information on 
prospective graduates of 
all departments within the 
institutions, 

Each institution has a 
geographical area of the 
state which has been desig- 
nated as its service area 
Free transportation willbe 
provided by the institutions 
for all students living with- 
in its area. Students not 
taking advantage of these 
express buses will be ex- 
pected to provide for their 
Own transportation, 

The vocational - techni- 
cal educational programs 
have been developed in re- 
sponse tolocal employment 
needs, The length of the 
training programs _ will 
vary from a few months in 
some programs to a (two- 
year program in others.

A veteran’s eligibility 
for a GI loanis not re- 
stored when he sells his GI 
purchased home and ob- 
tains a VA release from 
liability to the Government 
on the loan, the Veterans 
Administration warned to- 
day.
